Congressman Connolly on Pen- 


sion*. 


Hon. 
James A. Connolly, the member 


of congress for this district made one of 
the best and molt logical speeches in 
congress some time ago that It has been 
our pleasure to read on the pension ques- 
tion. The bill under consideration was 
in relation to pensions to ex-Union sol- 
diers who prior to their service in tho 
Union army had served in the confederate 
army. 


Major Connolly proposed that no one 


who had deserted tho Confederate cause 
after May 1, 1861 and joined the Union 
army should be entitled to a pension be- 
cause the events that immediately fol- 
lowed that date made it clear that the 
Confederate cause was lost and ho ob- 
jected to pensioning those who had fought 
the Union until they found the cause 
thoy had espoused was gone and then 
deserted it and join^l the winning side. 
On that point Mnj. Connolly said: 


And I say, and mark my words, that 


tho man who intelligently and deliber- 
ately expoused a cause and fought for 
that flag until he found M» fortunes 


falling and then deserted It fotto 
that he found was to be «uooH«rfnI, that 
man in his heart is a moral oowaid and 
Is not entitled to consideration from any- 
body. It Is quite different, sir, with a 
man who was forced to flght under a flag 
that was not» flag of his heart. 
It Is 


quite different from the boy who in 
boyish Impulse was carried to fight under 
a flog for a time that his heart had no at- 
tachment for. In cases of that kind, 
when tho sober second thought came to 
him, that man or that boy—and I have 
no doubt there were many such who had 
gon.) as boys into line of battle—when 
they saw on the other side Old Glory 
their hearts were swelled, and then and 
there they resolved that they would leave 
the ranks they were In and go back to the 
ranlt» of Old Glery where they were born. 
In cases of that kind they were welcome, 
because there never was any change of 
heart Itwa»not an act of cowardice 
when MX* men deserted the flag that for 
a short time they were under. * * * * I 
propose Mr. Chairman to offer an amend- 
ment to the first section of this bill by In- 
sertng tho word "Involuntary" before 
the word service, so as to provide that 
they shall not be disqualified by reason 
of any prior involuntary service in the 
armies of the confederacy. 


On the general question of securing a 


pension Maj. Connolly in the same speech 
said many clear and pointed things which 
have been suggested to every pensioner 
who met tho difficulties he did in proving 
his case. 
Among 
other things wo 


especially note tho following: 


It has been the custom to talk abou 


these proceedings (prosecuting aclain 
for pension), as beinit ex parte, they are 
not ox parte proceedings. The claiman 
for a pension is required to do what th( 
plaintiff is reqnuired to do in every court 
in this country. 
What is that? Go into 


court and file your declaration, your com 
paint, your application. These terms ar 
synonymous. In some states the nape 
is called a complaint, in other states it i 
called a declaration. In tho pension bu 
reitu it is called an application. That I 
your claim. Now so far the United States 
is defendant in the pension matter, '(h 
mnn who flies tho application is the plain 
tiff. 
The United Steates is not require* 


to make up an issue; it is not required t 
plead- It takes it for grunted that th 
United States denies e\erything set up i 
tho application until the claimant hi 
filed his proof in support of it. ,Now 
gentlemen say this is ex parte. 
No. U 


to that point it has been ex parte. Tho 
comes tbo United States. There are n 
rules of court to force a trial and a jud| 
mont this week or next week, or this yea 
or next year. The United States has all 
the time for continuance that it wants. 
It takes months and years, In many cases, 
to find evidence, raking tho country high 
and low to find proof that will overturn 
the proof that Is on flic In its own ar- 
chives, placed there by the applicant for 
the pension. * « * Suppose there were 
a law in any state that a party who nad a 
suit ponding r gainst another and had no 
testimony except his own, should not be 
allowed 
to 
recover his claim. 
How 


would anybody like a law of thut kindf 
How long wonld tho people of any state 
stand it, with a law of that kind, which 
should say to any honest man who comes 
into court with any just claim." You 
shall not bo allowed to recover because 
you cannot get the testimony of somebody 
else who corroborates you as to the jus 
ticeof your claim?" * * * Here Is a 
rule that has always been a hardship un- 
der these pension laws. The man who 
•was received into the service of the United 
State* thirty odd years ago was examined 
l>y the surgeons of the United States and 
proclaimed fit for tho duties of a soldier, 
sworn into the service and placed under 
orders, fought for three or four years, and 
was wounded or disabled by some disease 
i Dcurred in the service. Years afterwards 
lie applies for a pension. Ho Is compelled 
at the outset to prove: "When I was 
mustered into the service of the United 
Htatealwas a sound man." Why, did 
not the United States admit that when 
Hho accepted him into her service? Did 
nho not say to him, "You cannot come in 
until my surgeon examines you, until ho 
rertlfles that you are a sound man and fit 
lorasoldler'sduty? * * * Why should 
not this rule obtain—does not common 
sense say that it ought to—that when the 
United States receives a mnn and itins- 
r«rs him into service thut fact should bo 
prima facia proof and always available to 
rhat man to show that he was sound 
when he wns so received' And further, 
that any disease or ailment the rm»n had 
,vt tho time ho was mustered out of the 
service should bo held prinm fnciu to hi^o 
iiccn incurred in the line of duty.

The Bodies of Two of the Victims 


Taken Out Dead and Very Many 


Seriously Injured — Many 


Miraculous Escapes. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Slay 21.—A section 


of the Seneca-street front of Brown's 
building'collapsed at 9:20 this morn- 
ing, burying a score of persons in the 
ruins. George Met?,, a barber, and 
Jennie Smith, cashier in the barber 
shop, are dead; William P. Straub, a 
contractor, is known to be in the 
ruins, aud a dozen others are more or 
less injured, one of whom will proba- 
bly ilie. 


Brown's -building stood on the cor- 


ner of Main and Seneca streets, and 
for yean, the Western Union Telegraph 
company had occupied the ground floor 
as a business office and all of the fourth 
floor as an operating room. 


The building- was filled with offices, 


miiiiy of which were occupied, and on 
the ground flojr on both Main and 
SenC'ca streets were stores occupied by 
merchants. 


The Western Union left the building 


a few weeks ago and the owners of the 
block begiiu the work of remodeling 
and streng-thening it. 
On the Seneca- 


street side, workmen were engaged in 
putting in place new columns and 
beams ami new foundations for them. 


Nos. f aud 10 Seneca street were 


unoccupied, the principal alterations 
being made at that point. No. 12 was 
occupied as a barber .shop by George 
Seinurt, and No. 12 by James Clegg's 
jewelry store and Thomas Jones' news 
stand. The offices in the floors above 
were nearly all tenanted, and alto- 
gether there wore probably fifty peo- 
ple in the collapseii seetiou. 
The 


wails fell with a crash, taking down 
roof and ceiling with them. Iron col- 
umns were twisted as though they 
had been soft wires 
Heavy wooden 


beams %vere torn to pieces like paper. 
Pillars of brick crumbled to pieces, 
not strong enough to resist the weight 
that had fallen upon them. 


Here aud there could be seen people 


who had not been caught in the fall- 
ing debris, rushing to places of safety. 
The outer wall feli into the street, 
burying those who had not time to 
escape. 


The fire department was called and, 


with the police and workmen who 
came rushing to the falling building, 
the work of rescue ivas begun. Some 
of the people who had been in the 
Building were saved almost miracu- 
ously, having been penned in by the 
falling windows and sill. They were 
;aken out as soon as possible and given 
attention. 


In the Seinertbarber shop were nine 


barbers, the girl cashier and some cus- 
tomers. 
When the crash came all 


rushed to the front door, but the fall- 
ing bricks drove them back. Those 
in front rushed to the alley, only to 
be met by the falling rear walls,where 
Metz was buried and killed. The oth- 
ers crouched in a corner of the shop 
until the avalanche ceased, when they 
made their escape. 


The experience of the occupants oi 


No. 14 was somewhat similar to those 
in the barber shop, but all escaped 
without injury. 


In Nos. 8 and 10 were probably 


twenty workmen, including steam fit- 
ters, iron workers, carpenters and 
plasterers, and it was here that the 
crash was greatest. Nearly all of the 
men were caught in the falling walls 
and floors aud buried in the ruins. 


The tenants on the upper floors had 


many narrow escapes, but so far as 
known, all of them succeeded in mak- 
ing their escape. 


The search for the missing began 


and the ruins were worked over in the 
hope of finding the bodies of Contrac- 
tor Straub and Jennie Griffith, who 
were known to be somewhere among 
the mass of wreckage. Shortly before 
6 o'clock the body of Miss Griffith wa 
found and removed to the morgue. 
Straub's body has not been found.

..FARM, XWrLAGESJlN. AMERICA., 
A Plan That WIU Make Karal (jf« Mare 


Attractive. 


Eon. John Bookwalter, of New York, 


a large land owner in Nebraska, Illinois 
ind Ohio, proposes a plan to make life 
on the farm more attractive and per- 
haps to make farm work more re- 
munerative. 
His idea was obtained 


from observations in the rural districts 
of France and Switzerland, and may be 
productive of much good. It is simply, 
says the Pittsburgh Dispatch, to con- 
centrate the rural population in vil- 
lages of 500 to 5,000 persons, to give 
them the advantages of social life and 
modern luxuries and amusements. Mr. 
Bookwalter will begin on a 60,000-acre 
tract he owns in Nebraska, and pro- 
poses to organize a town; which is to 
have a theater, music hall, library and 
other advantages for amusement and 
instruction. 


In France, as is well known, the rural 


population is-grouped in villages, the 
farms radiating in narrow strips from 
the towns in the center. Mr. Book- 
waiter claims nothing new for his idea, 
but thinks the French villages may be 
improved upon in this rich, new coun- 
try, where large acreage may be laid 
out with the village idea, instead of 
(growing by subdivision. There is no 
doubt the centering of population in 
this way would add greatly to the at- 
tractiveness of life on the farm. The 
social contact is one of the chief at- 
tractions of the city. Neither can there 
be much doubt that such community of 
the rural population would give it 
greater influence in state and national 
affairs, in legislation, and administra- 
tion. It would naturally lead to better 
sanitary conditions, to conveniences, to 
police and fire protection that are now 
lacking in the ividely-separated farm- 
houses, and all this without detracting 
from the advantages of rural surround- 
ings, such as trees, flowers and the sup- 
ply of the best and freshest that the 
garden, dairy, orchard and farm can 
produce. 


DANGEROUS BLUE HERON. 


Hunters Have Been Hurt Trying; to Cap- 


ture a Wounded Bird. 


"Some of these days," said the "long- 


shore hunter to a New York Sun man, 
"I expect to open my daily paper and 
see a headline something like this: 
'Killed by a Blue Heron,' and I'll tell 
you why. 
The blue heron is a big, 


powerful bird, which has already dis- 
figured the faces of several men. 
The 


men have wounded a bird, and then, 
thinking to capture it alive, they went 
up to it. Why, I'd as soon try to kiss 
a wounded grizzly. The. birds grow as 
tall as six feet and have necksi like u 
fish rod and Just the kind of musclea 
to move it quickest with the most 
strength. They could drive their bill 
points through a quarter-inch panel. 


"The hunter goes up to a bird and 


sees it lying there looking as inno- 
cent as a robin, with only a wing broken. 
'What a fine pet it would make,' the 
fool hunter thinks. Then he picks the 
bird up and starts for home in a wagon 
or a. boat, with the bird between hia 
knees. The bird's neck is drawn back 
like a letter 'S.' All of a sudden the 
bill shoots up and gives the man a gash 
alongside the eye three inches long. 
That is what always has happened. The 
wounded bird has missed ite aim, but 
some time, and you want to remembei 
it, this feathered spearman will drive 
its bill into an enemy's eye, and, like a 
steel umbrella stick, the point of the1 


bill will penetrate the man's brain. I 
guess the bird's aim has always been 
spoiled by the pain of its wounds, and 
&o many a human life has been saved. I 
don't monkey with wounded bitterns.oi 
cranes—well, scarcely." 


INGENIOUS WOOD RATS. 


Built a Houae of Railroad Spikes and 


Lined It with Rags. 


The wood rat of the western slopes of 


the Cascade range is a curious creature 
that loves to steal so well tha.t it is 
known to many as the camp robber. It 
carries off anything it can lay its lips 
to, and is besides a jolly, reckless fellow. 
It does things which rodents are not 
given to doing. 


Forest and Stream tells of some of its 


favorite spoils. 
It will take knives, 


forks and tin. plates, cartridges, cups 
and anything it can handle in the line 
of clothing, towels or gun rags, which 
make soft linings for its nest. It is re- 
lated how a pair of these rats staked 
off a claim on top of a hunter's camp 
stove, and put up the most curious rat 
house anybody had ever heard of. About 
200 yards away was a railroad shanty, 
where the section men kept their sup- 
plies, and nmong other things was a keg 
of railroad spikes, such as are used to 
fasten the rails to the tics. The rats 
took some spikes to their claim, built 
up on iron wall, and lined the interior 
with soft stuff. It is a curious factthv, 
all the points of the spikes were directed 
outward, and they were laid with, great 
regularity and firmness.

Han- 
cock organized his staff as a repre- 
sentative body, and acted on the theory 
that he represented the government. 
Meet active among those whom Gen.

Lloyd Aspinwall, Gen. Martin T. Mc- 
Mahon and Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, 


The government has no horses at 


thia point, and It became ncessary to 
equip tiie government staff with steeds. 
Old Gen. Aspinwall went to Dickers 
riding academy in thto city and picked 
out the finest horses that his experi- 
enced eye could select, to carry Gen. 
Hancock, his staff and other high offi- 
cials of the army in the funeral pro- 
cession. Gen. Aepinwall then, acting 
under the orders of Hancock, went to 
John Daniell & Sons and purcKased 
such funeral trappings—emblems of 
mourning—as were needed. 
At tie 


same time Gen. Aepinwall, Gen. Me- 
Mahon and Gen. Sickles, in carrying 
out the general plan, expended from 
their private purses upward of $100 
each incidentally. In due time Gen. 
Hancock audited all the bills and sent 
them to the war department with his 
"0. K." 


The bills undoubtedly would haw 


been paid had it not been for the fact 
that some «ise man in the department 
discovered that there was no manner 
in which they could be paid except by 
an appropriation of congress. 


It wins a delicate matter, one that the 


honorable creditors of Uncle Sam did 
not care to press, so they quietly saw 
to it that in the next estimate of the 
war department their little bills were 
included. The entire amount of all 
the bills was not $1,000. But the ap- 
propriations committee of congress 
held up the item in the estimates, and 
for ten years the approprintionjhas si um- 
bered.

DOGS AS CHURCH-GOERS. 


Wer« B«(nlar Attradutt ta Old 


Colonial Day*. 


The principal disturber* of worship 


in the colonial meeting-house were 
dogs, saya William Boot Bliss, in "fciid* 
Glimpse* from the Colonial Meeting- 
House." They seem to have been regu- 
lar attendants at the Sunday service*, 
and of necessity were placed under dis- 
cipline. 


At New London (1662) one of the 


duties ol the sexton was "to order 
youth in the meeting-house and beat 
out dogs." At Charlestown (1666) a 
man was hired at four pounds a year 
"to ring the bell to meeings and to 
keep out dogs in meeting time." At 
Dedham (1674) a man was paid eight 
shillings a year "for keeping dogs out 
In meeting time and shutting the door." 


Andover did not object to dogs, but 


made them pay for the privilege of com- 
ing to meeting. The law of this town 
(1672) said: "Whatsoever dogs shall 
be in the meeting-house on the Sabbath 
day the owner thereof shall pay six-

peace for every time." 


The dog law of Heddlngr (1662) was 


peculiar. It runs thus: "Every dog 
that comes to the meeting, either of 
Lord's day or lecture day, except it be 
their dogs that pays for a dog- 
whipper, the owner of those dogs shall 
pay sixpence for every time they come 
to the meeting that doth not pay the 
dog-whipper." 


Twentv-slx men wrote their names, 


or made" their marks, in the Bedding 
records, agreeing to "pay the dog- 
whipper" to whip other people's dogs 
out of meeting, while their dogs re- 
mained and were recognized as mem- 
bers of the congregation in regular 
standing.
